Tu the basement is also located 
the soap maxing utensils, and all 
the soap used by the firm is made 
there, 
and made absolutely pure,

The wash room was next visited, 
and the wonderful sight is the five 
big washers, 
rolling and turning, 
each with its contents of several big 
baskets of clothes, all properly as­

cylin 
ders, 
constructed 
of 
copper, 
perforated from the inside leaving 
a perfect smooth surface for the 
clothes to turn on, while the cylin­

way then reverseing; the steam pure 
water and pure soap cleaning the 
clothes 
without wear or injury_ 
quite a different process from scrub- 
bing the garments out of shape and 
into holes, over a corrugated wash­ 
board with old rosin soap. 
Eight hands are employed in this 
room, and every thing is in apple 
pie order, no old dirty water on the 
fiocr, and neatness prevails here as 
well as in the entire establishment. 
On one side of the wash room 
are located the centrifugai extrac 
lors or wringing machines which are 
hollow 
cylinders of
